An Easy Method of Classifying any United States 
Stamp in the Washington-Franklin Issues 


To locate any stamp of the regular 
issues of 1908 to 1920 by the use of 
these charts: 


Denominations and Faces 


First, classify according to denom- 
ination and face, noting that the lc 
and 2c denominations appear in two 
ways, some with “One Cent” and 
“Two Cent” and some with the numer- 
als “1 Cent 1” and “2 Cent 2”. ] 
ether denominations use the numer- 
als only. The face in this series is 
always either “Washington” or 
“Franklin”. 


All of the charts in this pamphlet 
are headed for denomination and face, 
as “One Cent Franklin”, “lec Wash- 
ington”, “ Two Cent Washington’, “2c 
Washington”, “3c Washington’, etc. 


Perforations 

Second, turn to the proper chart 
for denomination and face, and clas- 
sify according to perforations either 
by use of a perforation gauge or by 
measuring with a millimeter scale. A 
stamp is said to be perforated 12 (or 
11, etc.) all around if it has 12 (or 
ll, ete.) perforations in twenty mil- 
limeters on all sides. If a stamp is 
perforated differently on the top than 
it is on the side, the top perforation 
Is given first. That is, 11 x 10 in- 
dicates 11 perforations in twenty mil- 
limeters on the top (and Bottom) and 
10 perforations in twenty millimeters 
on the sides. 


Coil Stamps 


If there are no perforations on two 
opposite sides, but the other two op- 
posite sides are perforated, it is a coil 
stamp, perforated either vertically or 
horizontally, as the case may be.

Third, after locating the proper col- 
umn in the chart by perforations, if 
there is only one catalogue number | 
in that column that is the proper 
catalogue number of that stamp, and! 
by referring to the left hand column 
on the same line with that catalogue 
number the characteristics of the 
stamp as to watermark and kind of 
printing are found. If there is more 
than one catalogue number in that 
column, however, it is necessary to 
determine which description on the 
left applies, as to which watermark, 
if there may be more than one, and 
which printing, if there may be more 
than one. 


Watermarks 


The “open watermark” mentioned 
is the open face type “USPS” and 


“USPS” 


the “line watermark” is the single 
line type “USPS”. In either case 


“uvusFs* 


there is only one letter on a stamp, 
and possibly only part of a letter. 
The open face letters are much larger 
than the line letters, the open face 
letters being 19 by 13 millimeters, 
while the line letters are 10 by 7 
millimeters. Watermarks may be 
tested by using a watermark fluid 
in a black dish, or in many cases 
can be distinguished by holding the 
stamp face down on a piece of black 
cardboard and tipping so as to get

Printing—Flat Plate, Rotary Press 
and Offset 

Printing can be distinguished by 
measuring the stamp or by its ap- 
pearance. The Flat Plate stamps are 
18% millimeters wide and 22 milli- 
meters high, and show some particles 
of ink on the reverse due to stacking 
the sheets before the printing is dry. 
The Rotary Press stamps are the 
same dimension one way as the Flat 
Plate stamps, but the other dimen- 
sion is from one-half to one millimeter 
greater, and the reverse is entirely 
clear of any particles of ink. On Offset 
stamps both dimensions are from one- 
half to one millimeter less than the 
Flat Plate stamps, and the reverse 
is clear of any particles of ink. The 
face of the stamp also shows some 
difference that can be recognized with 
practice, the Flat Plate stamps being 
sharp and clear cut, while the Rotary 
Press stamps are a trifle blurred. The 
Offset stamps are not as clear as the 
Rotary Press stamps, having sort of 
a fuzzy appearance. 


Color Shades 


The stamp is now definitely located 
by its Scott Catalogue Number. The 
lower chart under the same denomina- 
tion and face heading shows the year 
of issue of that catalogue number, and 
also shows the various known shades 
in which that stamp has been observ- 
ed, by the “x” marks in the column. 


This is the full information for any 
stamp in this series except the numer- 
al 2c Washington, and the 3c Wash- 


ington. 


Types of 2c and 3c Washington 


After checking the perforations, 
and if necessary the watermarks and 
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the printing, so that the stamp is 
definitely located as to catalogue num- 
ber, by referring to the shade table 
for these denominations it will be 
noted that Roman Numerals appear 
under each catalogue number on the 
lines with the shades in which that 
stamp is known to exist. These Roman 
Numerals refer to the various types 
in the designs of that stamp, so this 
same table shows also the various 
types that are known to exist in each 
catalogue number. When a stamp can 
be more than one type, it will be 
necessary to refer to the following 
descriptions to determine the type. 


Types of 2c Washington 


Type I—In the first curve of the 
ribbon above the left “2”, and in the 
second curve of the ribbon above the 
right “2”, there is only one shade 
line in each. 

The outline of the button of the 
toga and the top line of the toga from 
the button to the front of the throat 
are very faint. 


Type Il—The shading in the ribbons 
is the same as Type I. 

The outline of the button and the 
top line of the toga are distinct. 

The left side of the ear is indicated 
by a white space between two colored 
lines. 

The longest lock of hair in front 
of the ear has a line of color on the 
lower left edge. 


Type III—Same as Type II except 
the shading in the ribbons which con- 
sists of two lines in each case instead 
of one line. 


Type IV—tThe five vertical lines in 
the button of the toga have the top 
and bottom of the first line connected 
to the second, and the fourth con- 
nected to the fifth. 


Type V—In the left “2” the line of 
color between the body and the tail 
is broken. 


Type VI—In the left “2” the line 
of color between the body and the 
tail is full and pronounced. 


Type VII—In the left “2” the line 
of color between the body and the tail 
is full but very thin.

Type I—There are five vertical lines |

Type II—The lines on the button 

are the same as Type I.

There are only five lines crossing 
the toga between the button and the 
front of the throat, the second line 
from the button being entirely miss- 
ing. 

Type IV—There is a dot in the 
middle of the button of the toga, and 
the middle line goes through this dot. 
The line on the right and the line on 
the left of this dot each consists of 
two dashes, the outside lines being 
complete. 

There are six full lines crossing the 
toga between the button and the front 
of the throat.

Now to show how easily a stamp 
may be identified, let us suppose you 
have a 2c Washington stamp with 
the numeral 2’s. 


First, turn to chart headed “2c 
Washington”. 
Second, check the perforations as 


explained, and let us suppose it is 11 
all around. In the column _ headed 
“11 Perforations All Around” there 
are four Scott Catalogue Numbers 
showing that this stamp may be Line 
Watermarked with Flat Plate Print- 
ing; or Not Watermarked with Flat 
Plate Printing, Rotary Press Print- 
ing, or Offset Printing. 

Third, check for watermark as ex- 
plained, and if there is no watermark 
it is a case of which method of print- 
ting was used for this stamp. 

Fourth, measure the inked surface 
of the stamp. If you have decided 
that it is Offset Printing it is Scott 
Catalogue Number 526. 


Fifth, refer to the Shade Chart 
for this stamp and in the second row 
you will see all of the Catalogue 
Numbers that appeared in the Perfor- 
ation Chart. The column headed by 
526 shows that stamp was issued in 
1918, has been observed in Carmine 
in Types IV, V, , VII; in Bright 


Carmine in Types V and VI; and in 
Rose Carmine in Types IV and V, so 
if you want all the shades and types 
of this particular stamp there are 
eight varieties.

Saar Remainders 
Destroyed 


Destruction of the remainders of 
all Saar postage stamps may prove 
the outstanding feature of the year 
so far as stamp collectors are con- 
cerned. The echoes of the act should 
begin to reverberate in the fall as 
new catalogue values are placed upon 
those Saar stamps held by dealers. 
In the meantime prices of the semi- 
postals are certain to reach for the 
skies. 

We are indebted to Eugene Pollock’s 
stamp department of the Philadelphia 
Inquirer for a special dispatch from 
the former territory of the Saar in 
which valuable figures are given con- 
cerning the semi-postals printed, sold 
and destroyed. The destruction took 
place at Brevach, near Saarbruecken, 
under orders of the German govern- 
ment. Efforts of stamp dealers to 
buy these remainders were in vain. 

Following are the official figures for 
Saar semi-postals for which collectors 
are likely to pay through the nose 
in years to come:

Mr. A. C. Eggleston shows us a 
nice freak on the Fallen Timber 
stamp. The corner of the sheet was 
creased over before printing with the 
result that part of the stamp is print- 
ed on the back of the sheet. Mr. 
Eggleston also sends us a copy of the 
1c 1902 showing the break over the 
“E” of “States”. This is a progres- 
sive break visible on almost all stamps 
from plate No. 3365. 


Dr. J. L. Blish has a sheet of York- 
towns showing a centerline. Although 
this was widely publicized at the time 
of issue, the advent of many new col- 
lectors makes it practical to repeat 
the reasons for this at this time. The 
Yorktown was originally printed in 
sheets of 100 which were cut vertical- 
ly into panes of 50. However, it was 
found that, because of paper shrink- 
age, the vignettes or portraits were 
badly out of position when that por- 
tion of this bi-colored stamp was 
printed. Therefore new plates were 
made with 100 subject frames divided 
into panes of 50 by a wide white 
margin. The vignettes on each pane 
were then separately printed from 50 
subject plates. 

In making these new plates cross 
guide lines or centerlines were insert- 
ed in each pane so we have sheets 
of Yorktowns both with and without 
centerlines. Five million of the center- 





——_————— 





line pane stamps were issued and 20 
million without. However, more of 
the centerline panes were saved than 
the others so they are about equally 
valuable in full sheets today. 


We have before us the first edition 
of a new publication which should 
become the recognized guide for the 
person interested in cancellations or 
postmarks of any kind. It is the 
“General Catalog of United States 
Postmarks” edited by Delf Norona, 
recognized authority in this branch 
of our hobby. It contains listings and 
prices for all classes of postmarks, 
including all military, naval and for- 
eign agencies, different types of hand- 
stamp and machine cancellations as 
well as historical and biographical 
data of unusual value to the casual 
collector as well as the student. Mr. 
Norona has spent years developing 
this idea and is to be congratulated 
on the successful completion of this 
first edition of his work. We predict 
a great demand for this book which 
fills a long felt need.

The 2c Sullivan 


This stamp was issued to celebrate the 150th anni- 
versary of the Sullivan Campaign in 1779, which, ac- 
cording to the New York State Legislature, ‘“weak- 
ened the Indian alliance with the British, cut off sup- 
plies of food, gave protection to frontier settlements, 
opened the western part of the state for settlement, 
and helped to win for the American Republic the rich 
interior of the continent.” 

Its history is rather amusing. ‘The sponsors of the 
stamp got into a row with Postmaster General New 
and he refused them a stamp. After his resignation 
the.new P. M. G. was prevailed on to issue one. 
Perry and Geneseo, N. Y., were scheduled as the 
first day cities, but the stamps did not reach Perry 
until 10:30 on the morning of issue and first day can- 
celations were continued for twenty four hours. In- 
dignant congressman insisted that their home towns 
be included in the first day sale, with the result that 
13 additional cities were added. 

The 2c—Maj. Genl. Sullivan—appeared on June 
17, 1929, in carmine rose and deep carmine rose or 
lake, perf. 11, no wmk., and with no known minor 
varieties. ‘The engraving is from a picture in the 
files of the Congressional Library. 51,452,880 were 
issued from flat plates 19783, 84, 85 and 19786.

Thru the courtesy of Mr. J. Charles 
Keil, we have received clippings from 
Australian newspapers telling of the 
recent flight of Sir Charles Kingsford 
Smith and two companions from Syd- 
ney to New Zealand, over the Tasman 
Sea. In order that they might save 
their own lives it was necessary that 
the greater portion of the cargo be 
dumped into the sea. The men were 
flying the “Southern Cross” and had 
on board a load of 14,000 lbs. includ- 
ing mail, freight, petrol oil and crew. 
The letters totaled 34,000. Evidently 
some collectors asked to be re-emburs- 
ed for their loss, as one clipping states 
that no compensation would be paid 
by the government for the loss of the 
mails “jettisoned” on this flight. The 
Director of Postal Services granted 
permission for the mails to be drop- 
ped when it became certain that the 
lives of the pilots would be endanger- 
ed by any further attempt to hold 
onto the mail. Mr. Keil was advised 
that he was being sent two covers 
on this flight, by a correspondent in 
Australia, but he only received one 
cover and it was not back-stamped. 
The one carrying various N. Z. and 
Australian stamps evidently was 
among those thrown over-board. A 
second flight was proposed, but is 
definitely off according to the latest 
bulletin in one of the clippings. 





Airmail News for Cover 
Collectors

Moscow-Prague Air Service.

Otherwise, it may be neces- 
sary to contact some European col- 
lector or dealer to handle these for 
you. 


A letter from G. E. MeCadden, Ed- 
itor of the Hobbies department of the 
St. Cloud, Minn. Sentinel, states that 
the committee sponsoring the dedica- 
tion of the St. Cloud airport has ruled 
that no autographs of any local per- 
sons or visiting persons will be grant- 
ed.
